Three Teenagers Killed 
At Decatur Rail Crossing

DECATUR — Tragedy struck 


this small community last night 
when three teenagers were 
killed in a grinding car-train 
crash at a crossing here. 


The car was struck by a 


speeding Amtrak passenger 
train and pushed nearly a half 


mile after it attempted -to cross 
in front of the Detroit-bound 
train. 


Dccatur police identified the 


victims as George Thomas 
Williams, 19, route 1, Law:ton; 
John Penning, Jr.," 19, 214 Paw- 
Paw street, Decatur; and his 
fiance, Dcbra Jean Bray, 19, 
route 3, Oxford Estates, Paw 
Paw. 


All three were pronounced 


dead at the scene by Dr. David 
Millard, Paw Paw, a deputy 
Van Buren county medical 
examiner. The deaths brought 
to 16 the number of auto fatali- 
ties in Van Ben county this year. 


Police said the passenger 


train, wrhich was traveling at 
about 60 miles per hour, pushed 
the car from the George street 
crossing, where the collision 
occurred, to the Sherwood street 
crossing. 


On Tuesday night, this small 


community of about 1,800 was 
rocked by a near tragedy when a 
shooting melee erupted outside 
a bar. One person was wounded 
and several vehicles damaged 
in the melee. Two Dow:agiac 
men were taken into custody. 


Police Chief Byron Ives said 


that in last night's crash, the 
car, driven by Penning, was 
northbound on George street at 
7:20 p.m. when the collision oc- 
curred. He said lights and sig- 
nals at the crossing were 
working and that the train had 
blown its horn a short distance 
away. Wheels on one side of the 
five-ear train, which was head- 
ed from Chicago to Detroit, 
were derailed by the impact, 
but no passengers were hurt. A 
second train was sent to take the 
passengers on to Detroit. 


Police quoted the engineer, 


Thomas W. Berlin, 52, Jackson, 
as saying that he did not see the 
car, and was unaware of the 
collision until he heard the 
noise. 


The fireman, Douglas Evert, 


23, also of Jackson, told police 
the ear just pulled out on the 
irack as if there was not even a 
train coming. Other witnesses 
told police the auto appeared to 
be traveling at a high rate of 


speed, but could make no es- 
timates of how fast. The death 
in the Bray family was the third 
as a result of an auto accident 
since 1972.

used by hunters for shells, but 
lie did not become immediately 
alarmed. 


"I really didn't think anything 


of it at the time," he added. "It 
wasn't the first guy I've seen 
downtown carrying a rifle." 


There was puzzlement and 


disbelief in both his hometown 
and in the Wichita neighborhood 
where Soles lived when police 
identified Soles as the man they 
had taken into custody. 


"It really freaks me out if he 


was the guy because he was al- 
ways friendly and happy and 
smiling." said Jim Gillenwater, 
who lives across from the Hut- 
ton home where Soles was stay- 
ing.

Herald-Palladium this summer are a 
manifestation of an inescapable fact 
of our national life: Americans of 
different ages feel nostalgic about 
different things, but there is one 
memory they have in common: high 
school. Recollections of high school. 
Jack Fineher

— if that — to our memories of war 
as the stuff of our books, movies, 
plays, pop songs." 


There is plenty of evidence at hand 


to support his claim. Happy Days and 
Welcome Back, Hotter — two of 
television's most popular programs — 
both have high school settings. So did 
Mr. Novak and Room 222, a pair of 
hit TV series of earlier years. 


Not to be outdone, the movie in- 


dustry has gotten into the act with 
American Graffiti, Summer of '42, 
and Class of '44. And moviegoers of 
another generation fondly remember 
Blackboard Jungle and Splendor in 
the Grass. 


Some people look back on their high 


school days with unalloyed fondness. 
In an article appearing on the op-ed 
page of The New York Times, Estelle 
Lurie 
of 
Milwaukee 
glowingly 


described what it was like to be a 
teen-ager in the 1950s: 


"How beautiful it was not to be 


ashamed to have school spirit, to be 
active in extracurricular school ac- 
tivities, to thoroughly enjoy the junior 
prom, and to compete with other girls 


-for the attention of the popular boys. 
."It was pure joy — and the once-in-a- 
lifetime magnificent innocence of be- 
ing young, alive, and a vibrant teen- 
age girl." 


For many others, though, high 


school was a pair.ful experience. For 
every 
cheerleader there was a 


wallflower, for every jock there was a 
bookworm. Author Ralph Keyes ar- 
gues that high school is essentially a 
never-ending battle for status, in 
which the "innies" always triumph 
over the "outies." The innies run 
things; outies can only envy them 
from a discreet distance. 


"Innies are not scornful of the 


peasantry so much as ignorant of 
them," Keyes wrote. "At best they 
take occasional pity and toss an outie 
a smile like a crust of bread. The 
attitude is more indifferent than 
oppressive, not Stalin herding op- 
ponents into labor camps so much as 
Marie Antoinette crushing peasants 
beneath her carriage wheels because 
she just doesn't see them." 


It sometimes happens, though, that 


the outcasts of high school have the 
last laugh. Excluded from the inner 
social circle, they often develop the 
imagination and independence that 
can lead to success in their chosen 
careers. Conversely, members of the 


v high school elite soon discover that 


the outside world values performance 
over style, and many of them are 
unable to make the adjustment. It is 
common enough at class reunions to 
find th pecking order to be almost a 
mirror image of its former self. 


But a quick look through the high 


school yearbook — does anyone ever 
throw it out? — quickly reaffirms the 
ways things were and, in a sense, 
always will be. No matter which 
school they come from, yearbooks all 
tend to resemble the National Lam- 
poon's hilarious and poignant parody 
of the genre. Rock' musician Frank 
Zappa probably put it best. "High 
school isn't a time and a place," he 
said. "It's a state of mind." 


At Least, It Works 
In Rural Minnesota 


For years many persons connected 


professionally with law enforcement 
have noted the high rate of recidivism 
among prisoners in the nation's prison 
systems. What kind of "rehabilita- 
tive" system is it, they ask, when a 
large percentage of released criminals 
earn themselves another trip behind 
bars? 


In a situation as frustrating as this 


one, it is useful to look for the isolated 
example of success. National statistics 
tell the glum story, but are there 
courts, states or individual prisons 
where the recidivism rate is consis- 
tently and dramatically lower than the 
average? If there are, it is time to take 
a good look at what they are doing 
differently. 


One example is the Winona (Minn.) 


County Court of Judge Dennis A. 
Challen. Since 1972, Judge Challen has 
been permitting adults convicted of 
misdemeanors to sen-tence them- 
selves. That's right, the guilty decide 
what their punishment should be. 


Some of the individual examples are 


startling. A young man convicted of 
theft agreed to work for the company 
he robbed. Today he is one of the 
firm's partners. Another youth who 
stole lumber from a farmer sentenced 
himself to painting one of the farmer's 
building. The fanner liked the work so 
well he hired the youth to paint three 
more buildings and the two became 
friends. 


So much for the isolated examples. 


What is the recidivism rate among the 
people convicted and voluntarily par- 
ticipating in the court's self-sentenc- 
ing program?. After four years and 
more than 30 individuals a month en- 
tering the program, only two per cent 
have been repeaters. That's a target 
for any court to try to emulate.

Beyond these token adjust- 


ments, Congress has done 
nothing to correct the shoddy 
inner workings of the Capitol 
Hill system which led to the 
scandal in the first place. 


The Ray affair called atten- 


tion to the ugly fact that 
Congress 
operates 
what 


amounts to a feudal system, in 
which each legislator may do as 
he pleases, is responsible for 
only the most minimal financial 
accounting, and is held to no 
professional employment stan- 
dards whatsoever. 


Congress 
has 
repeatedly 


passed 
a variety 
of 
fair 


employment laws, especially 
the 1964 Civil Rights Act, in the. 
name of. decency and democracy 
— and exempted itself from 
their application each time.

champions of labor causes — 
but not where unionizing Capitol 
Hill is concerned. Nor has

Observe, now, the birth of a 


problem:

sharp Increase throughout the 
nation in the segregation of 
Latino students."

"segregation" drops into that 
sentence. Segregation 
once 


meant the legal separation of 
racial or ethnic groups accord- 
ing 
to statute 
or 
official 


regulation. 


Thus the HEW statistics 


show that in the Northeast 78.7 
per cent of Mack children at- 
tended "minority dominated" 
schools in 1970, but that the- 
figure increased to 81 per cent 
during Ihe 1974-75 school yew.

schools — which, according to 
customary usage, 
are not 


"segregated" at all. 


Javils

simply assume, and do not 
demonstrate, that it constitutes 
a "problem" when ethnic

together, even when no legal

question. 


They further assume that 
"creative national leadership" 
must arise to "solve" the 
problem.

So did 
Mr. Novak and Room 222, a pair of 
hit TV series of earlier years. 


Not to be outdone, the movie in­ 
dustry has gotten into the act with 
American Graffiti, Summer of ’42, 
and Class of 44. And moviegoers of 
another generation fondly remember 
Blackboard .Jungle and Splendor in 
the Grass. 


Some people look back on their high 
school days with unalloyed fondness. 
In an article appearing on the op-ed 
page of The New York Times, Estelle 
Lurie 
of 
Milwaukee 
glowingly 
described what it was like to be a 
teen-ager in the 1950s: 


“ How beautiful it was not to be 
ashamed to have school spirit, to be 
active in extracurricular school ac­ 
tivities, to thoroughly enjoy the junior 
prom, and to compete with other girls 
for the attention of the popular boys, 
ft was pure joy — and the once-in-a- 
lifetime magnificent innocence of be­ 
ing young, alive, and a vibrant teen­ 
age girl.” 


For many others, though, 
high 


school was a painful experience. For 
every 
cheerleader 
there 
was 
a 
wallflower, for every jock there was a 
bookworm. Author Ralph Keyes a r­ 
gues that high school is essentially a 
never-ending battle for status, in 
which the “ innies” always triumph 
over the “ outies.” The innies run 
things; outies can only envy them 
from a discreet distance. 


“ Innies are not scornful of the 
peasantry so much as ignorant of 
them,” Keyes wrote. “ At best they 
take occasional pity and toss an outie 
a smile like a crust of bread. The 
attitude is more indifferent than 
oppressive, not Stalin herding op­ 
ponents into labor camps so much as 
Marie Antoinette crushing peasants 
beneath her carriage wheels because 
she just doesn't see them .” 


It sometimes happens, though, that 
the outcasts of high school have the 
last laugh. Excluded from the inner 
social circle, they often develop the 
imagination and independence that 
can lead to success in their chosen 
careers. Conversely, members of the 
high school elite soon discover that 
the outside world values performance 
over style, and many of them are 
unable to make the adjustment. It is 
common enough at class reunions to 
find th pecking order to be almost a 
mirror image of its former self. 


But a quick look through the high 
school yearbook — does anyone ever 
throw it out? — quickly reaffirms the 
ways things were and. in a sense, 
always will be. No m atter which 
school they come from, yearbooks all 
tend to resemble the National Lam­ 
poon's hilarious and poignant parody 
of the genre. Rock musician Frank 
Zappa probably put it best. “ High 
school isn't a time and a place,” he 
said. “ It's a state of mind.” 


At Least, It Works 
In Rural Minnesota 


For years many persons connected 
professionally with law enforcement 
have noted the high rate of recidivism 
among prisoners in the nation’s prison 
systems. What kind of “ rehabilita­ 
tive” system is it, they ask, when a 
large percentage of released criminals 
earn themselves another trip behind 
bars? 


In a situation as frustrating as this 
one, it is useful to look for the isolated 
example of success. National statistics 
tell the glum story, but are there 
courts, states or individual prisons 
where the recidivism rate is consis­ 
tently and dramatically lower than the 
average? If there are, it is time to take 
a good look at what they are doing 
differently. 


One example is the Winona (Minn.) 
County Court of Judge Dennis A. 
Challen. Since 1972, Judge Challen has 
been permitting adults convicted of 
misdemeanors to sen-tence them ­ 
selves. That’s right, the guilty decide 
what their punishment should be. 


Some of the individual examples are 
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startling. A young man convicted of 
theft agreed to work for the company 
he robbed. Today he is one of the 
firm ’s partners. Another youth who 
stole lumber from a farmer sentenced 
himself to painting one of the farm er’s 
building. The farmer liked the work so 
well he hired the youth to paint three 
more buildings and the two became 
friends. 


So much for the isolated examples. 
What is the recidivism rate among the 
people convicted and voluntarily par­ 
ticipating in the court’s self-sentenc­ 
ing program? After four years and 
more than 31) individuals a month en­ 
tering the program, only two per cent 
have been repeaters. T hat’s a target 
for any court to try to emulate.

On the other hand, the consensus 
among the assembled psychiatrists 
was that people who can laugh at 
themselves seldom need to see a 
psychiatrist. What they might need, in 
the view of the speaker, is a good lung 
specialist. 


With all due respect, humor and 
laughter are in too short supply in a 
world which could become a relentless 
burden to serious thinkers who did not 
occasionally put aside their cares and 
enjoy themselves. The therapeutic ef­ 
fect of washing away the concerns of 
the day with a good laugh is priceless. 


Man is one of the few creatures, if 
not the only one, possessing a sense of 
humor. Among some people it may be 
deeply 
repressed, 
but 
it 
exists 
nonetheless to come bubbling forth at 
the most unexpected moment. 


Even humor does have a cautious 
side to it. As Goethe phrased it, “ Men 
show their characters in nothing more 
clearly than 
in 
what 
they think 
laughable ”

Beyond these token adjust­ 
ments, 
Congress 
has 
dope 
nothing to correct the shoddy 
inner workings of the Capitol 
Hill system which led to the 
scandal in the first place. 


The Ray affair called atten­ 
tion to the ugly fact that 
Congress 
operates 
what 
amounts to a feudal system, in 
which each legislator may do as 
he pleases, is responsible for 
only the most minimal financial 
accounting, and is held to no 
professional employment stan­ 
dards whatsoever. 


Congress 
has 
repeatedly 
passed 
a 
variety 
of 
fair 
employment laws, especially 
the 1W4 Civil Rights Act, in the 
name of decency and democracy 
— and exempted itself from 
their application each time.

champions of labor causes — 
but not where unionizing Capitol 
Hill is concerned 
Nor has 
Congress seen fit to include its 
17,(MKI employees under the 
Equal Pay Act, which it passed 
to protect workers in the private 
sector in 19f>l.

upon Congressmen. It would 
seem to be a minimal gesture 
But so few members have been 
willing to sign up with Reps 
Pat Schroeder (D-Colo.) and 
Charlie Rose (D-N.C.) that the 
plan seems doomed. 


In the Senate, there has been 
silence, and it is not golden 
Finally, two Senators began this 
week to circulate a resolution 
which would put the Senate on 
record as supporting the prin­ 
ciple that as an employer it will 
not discriminate on the grounds 
of race, sex, ethnic background 
or physical handicap. 


A resolution is meaningless, 
in the practical sense that it has 
no force of law. But it would be 
a beginning.

New Segregation 


‘Discovered' 


In case you haven’t been 
losing a lot of sleep over it, our 
tormented republic now faces a 
brand-new racial ‘‘crisis” just 
discovered amid oohs and ahs 
by Senators Jacob Javits and 
Edward 
Brooke. 
The 
big 
problem: 
Latino 
school 
“segregation.” 


The news that many children 
of Spanish descent arc* going to 
school together is contained in 
massive statistics of ail kinds 
accumulated by the Dept, of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW). 


It was extracted for the two 
senators by Gary Orfield, an 
analyst at the Brookings Insti­ 
tution, which derives a subs­ 
tantial portion of its income 
from the* discovery of just such 
problems. 


The two senators naturally 
pounced upon it like a new lode 
in the Klondike, and they are 
seeking to add it to the un­ 
finished agenda of democracy, 
as it is usually calk'd. 


The whole affair provides a 
classic illustration of the way 
supposed “ problems” are dis­ 
covered. They are then turned 
into Federal “ programs” and 
mined for profit by problem- 
solvers from the social sciences 
and 
from 
the 
Federal 
bureaucracy. 


Observe, now. the* birth of a 
problem: 


According 
to 
the 
report 
released by Senators Javits and 
Brooke, HEW figures show “a 
sharp increase throughout the 
nation in the segregation of 
latino students.” 


Notice 
how 
the 
word 
“segregation” drops into that 
sentence. 
Segregation 
once 
meant the legal separation of 
racial or ethnic groups accord­ 
ing 
to 
statute 
or 
official 
regulation. 


Thus 
the 
HEW 
statistics 
show that in the Northeast 78.7 
fK*r cent of black children at­ 
tended “ minority dominated” 
schools in 1970, but that the 
figure increased to 81 per cent 
during the 1974-75 school year. 
In the Northeast, moreover, the 
proportion of black children 
attending “ intensely segregat­ 
ed schools,” defined as having 
a minority enrollment of 90-100 
per cent, increased from 52.5 


|ier cent in 1970 to 57.8 per cent 
in 
1974. 
During 
the same 
period, the proportion of the 
south dropped from 34.2 per 
cent to 23.4 per cent. 


“ The 
statistics 
clearly 
show,” according to Javits and 
Brooke, 
“ that 
school 
desegregation enforcement in 
the southern and border states 
has had a major and lasting 
impact. Within a decade, the 
region where complete school 
segregation 
prevailed 
has 
become 
the 
pioneer 
in 
desegrated education.” They 
then called for “ constructive 
national 
leadership” 
to 
“ desegregate” 
Northern 
schools — which, according to 
customary 
usage, 
arc 
not 
“segregated” at all. 


Javits 
and 
Brooke 
thus 
simply assume, and do not 
demonstrate, that it constitutes 
a 
"problem ” 
when 
ethnic 
minorities 
attend 
school 
together, even when no legal 
segregation 
is 
in 
question. 
They 
further 
assume 
that 
“creative national leadership ’ 
must arise to 
“solve” 
the 
problem. 


If Senators Javits and Brooke 
have their way, moreover, you 
can bet that the “solution” will 
require plenty of tax dollars 
and provide numerous jobs 
within 
the 
social 
welfare 
bureaucracy. 


That is what “ creative” ac­ 
tually means in this context.

NEW YORK (AP) - Though 


the nation will focus on the ac- 
complishments 
of 
today's 


women on Women's Equality 
Day, Aug. 26, research shows 
women have been prominent in 
journalism, politics, sports and 
other fields throughout the 
country's history. 


Even before there was a 


United States, Anne Franklin, 
Benjamin Franklin's sister-in- 
law, 
had become the first 


woman newspaper editor in 
America. 


Mrs.- Franklin took charge of 


(he-Newport, R.I., Mercury on 
Aug. 22, 1762, when her son,

Book Encyclopedia, she also 
feigned insanity to gain admit- 
tance to a New York City mental 
hospital, in order to write about 
conditions. 


The suffrage movement of the 


1800s brought the first heavy 
involvement of women in poli- 
tics and one of the earliest ef- 
forts at mass consciousness- 
raising. 


Victoria Claflin Woodhull was 


the first woman to run for 
president of the United States, 
in 1872, and other leaders of the 
movement who were in the news 
of their day included Elizabeth 
C. Stanton, Lucretia Molt and 
Susan B. Anthony. 


Women racking up "firsts" 


today were preceded in United

history 
by 
earlier 


precedent-breakers: 
Susan 


Medora Sailer, the first woman 
mayor, Argonia, Kan., 1887; 
Martha Hughes Cannon, first 
woman stale senator, Utah.

woman elected governor of a 
state, Wyoming, 1925, and the 
first woman director of the 
United States Mint. 1933-53; 
Hattie Ophelia Wyatt Caraway, 
D-Ark., in 1932 the first woman 
elected United Stales Senator. 


Jeanclte Rankin, R-Mont., 


became the first United States 
Congresswoman when she was 
elected to the House in 1916. Her 
unpopular vote against United 
Slates entry into World War I 
cost

the 
Republican 


nomination for Senator in 1918. 
Twenty-three years later she 
returned to Congress, just in 
time to become the only 
member 
to 
vote against 


America's entry into World War 
II after the bombing of Pearl 
Harbor. This vote effectively 
terminated her political career.

Zaharias 


(1914-1956), named by the The

standing woman athlete of the 
first half of the 1900s. 


She won fame as an outstand- 


ing golfer; she set world records 
in the 1932 Olympics in the 
women's 80-meter hurdles and 
the javelin throw; she was on 
the AAU All-American women's 
basketball team in 1930 and 
1931; and she competed in 
swimming, baseball, football, 
billiards, tennis, and even did a 
little boxing. 


But long before Babe was 


making news the first women's 
baseball team, The Young 
Ladies Baseball Club No. 1. was 
touring the country and com-

Another way is to press out 


the creases of the pleats and 
then form one dart at the crease 
line, removing the same amount 
as the sum of the pleat depths. 
This method gives a better ap- 
pearance because the crease 
tends to hide the dart. 


A third way is to remove the 


entire waistband, pren out the 
creases made by the pleats and 
then reset the waistband. 
Because of the change, na- 
turally the waistband will come 
out short at the center back. 
Open the back seam and refit it, 
carrying the seam through the 
waistband. 


You will have to be very 


careful in choosing which 
method you will use because 
this method is satisfactory only 
when the amount of change in 
the back seam will not bring the 
back pockets loo dote together.

will work just fine if the pleats 
are 
not 
more 
than 
three- 
eighths-inch deep. 


Another way is to press out 
the creases of the pleats and 
then form one dart at the crease 
line, removing the same amount 
as the sum of the pleat depths. 
This method gives a better ap­ 
pearance because the crease 
tends to hide the dart. 


A third way is to remove the 
entire waistband, press out the 
creases made by the pleats and 
then 
reset 
the 
waistband. 
Because of the change, na­ 
turally the waistband will come 
out short at the center back. 
Open the back seam and refit it, 
carrying the seam through the 
waistband. 


You will have to be very 
careful 
in 
choosing 
which 
method you will use because 
this method is satisfactory only 
when the amount of change in 
the back seam will not bnng the 
back pockets too close together.

Sometimes, a small stone lies 


within the gland that produces 
saliva. There are six such 
glands: three on each side and 
under the chin. 


The saliva 
they produce 


passes through a liny lube, inlo 
the mouth. Saliva, as you may 
know, is an important digestive 
juice. It actually begins Ihe 
process of digeslion while food 
is slill in Ihe mouth. 


When one cals food, par- 


ticularly something lhal is sour, 
an added aniounl of saliva is 
stimulated. If a tiny stone is 
present in one of Ihe glands, it 
may be pushed inlo the duct and 
obstrucl il. 


The saliva then dams back 


and produces the swelling you 
describe. When, finally, the 
saliva seeps around the stone, 
the gland goes back lo ils nor- 
mal size. 


During one of these phases, il 


should IK seen by your doclor. 
Special X-ray sludies can be 
made by inserting the dye into 
the duel, thus outlining Ihe 
gland and positively identifying 
the problem. 


In most instances, Ihe slone 


can be removed. In some cases, 
Ihe removal of the gland by 
surgery is necessary-

Sometimes, a small stone lies 
within the gland that produces 
saliva. There are six such 
glands; three on each side and 
under the chin. 


The 
saliva 
they 
produce 
passes through a tiny tube, into 
the mouth. Saliva, as you may 
know, is an important digestive 
juice. It actually begins the 
process of digestion while food 
is still in the mouth 


When one eats food, par­ 
ticularly something that is sour, 
an added amount of saliva is 
stimulated. If a tiny stone is 
present in one of the glands, it 
may 
pushed into the duct and 
obstruct it. 


The saliva then dams back 
and produces the swelling you 
describe. When, finally, the 
saliva seeps around the stone, 
the gland goes back to its nor­ 
mal size. 


During one of these phases, it 
should t>e seen by your doctor. 
Special X-ray studies can be 
made by inserting the dye into 
the duct, thus outlining the 
gland and positively identifying 
the problem. 


In most instances, the stone 
can be removed. In some cases, 
the removal of the glarid by 
surgery is necessary.

Reversing the Worker's Com­

credits were intangibles. Betts 
lost his eye when a whistle worn 
around his neck struck him in 
the eye as his students tried to 
toss him into the swimming |mm»1 
on his last day.

VINCENNES. Ind. (AP) - 


Most Americans aren't aware 
that Vincennes. in the nation's 
heartland, was the site of one of 
(lie most significant events in 
III- American Revolution.

The 20th is Vin- 
cennes.

Another step many states 


have taken in recent years is 
consolidation of all focal pension 
plans under a single adminis- 
trative body, answerable only to 
the state legislature. This has 
been done, for instance, in 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania 
and Illinois. The main benefits 
from consolidation arc a con- 
siderable administrative saving 
and generally better expertise 
in management of the pension 
funds. 


Some slates require that the 


full present and future cost of 
any proposed pension increase 


be calculated and disclosed 
before the legislature approves 
it. Ohio, whose systems are 
among the best financed in the 
nation, has such a law. As a 
double check, a special state 
commission 
evaluates 
the 


health of Ohio's state plans at 
least once every five years. 


Tilove and others have sug- 


gested a number of new federal 
laws, including one abolishing 
the loophole in the Social 
Security laws making mem- 
bership in the system optional 
for state and local government 
bodies.

Current plans 
call for all of them to be 
removed, except in hospitals 
and nursing homes where they 
are required by law. 


"The fire box has seen its day,

The day of the telephone" 
has arrived." 


A big factor in the demise of 


the fire box is their availability 
to pranksters who turn in false 
alarms.

Some view pensions, or 
more precisely, extraordinarily 
large pensions after com para­ 
tively short service — as in the 
case of polite and fire fighters 
— as rew ards for hazardous 
work.” 
The step of instituting benefit or 
contribution changes can be 
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painful, costly and politically 
difficult for the city or state. 


M assachusetts, 
whose 
100 
state-adm inistered 
pension 
plans have always been on a 
pay-as-you-go basis, had to start 
from scratch in its search for 
solutions. 


In 1974, the M assachusetts 
Retirem ent Law Com mission 
identified a $7.4 billion unfund­ 
ed pension liability in the state 
system. At that time, the state 
had appropriated $260 million in 
tax dollars to cover pension 
costs. A year later, costs shot up 
to $400 million. The commission 
estim ated that $810 million a 
year for the next 40 years would 
be needed to put the state sys­ 
tem s on a rational financial 
basis. 


Commission Chairm an C ar­ 
men Elio said one factor con­ 
tributing to the problem was a 
cost-of-living provision 
fully 
matching each annual boost in 
the 
inflation 
rate. 
That 
provision contributed to an an­ 
nual growth rate of about 30 per 
cent in the last five years, ac­ 
cording to Elio. 


The state legislature finally 
agreed to what amounted to a 
m oratorium on new benefit 
increases until the commission 
could evaluate any boosts. 


The comm ission created a 
databank of information on the 
state’s 
active 
and 
retired 
employes which perm itted the 
first system atic study of state 
pensions since 1940 The study 
found that 30 years ago, half of a 
w orker’s 
pension 
cost 
was 
funded by the em ploye’s con­ 
tribution of 5 per cent of his or 
her annual salary. 


Today, the 5 per cent con­ 
tribution finances only 10 to 15 
{>er cent of the pension cost and 
the taxpayer must provide the 
rest. 


Legislative proposals were 
made earlier this year to fund 
the plan more properly, but they 
were shunted aside and are 
considered dead for the rest of 
the year, largely because the 
state’s general finances h a \e 
been in difficulty lately. 


What 
m akes 
the 
choice 
between proper and im proper 
funding of pensions so difficult 
is that im proper funding is 
cheaper in the short run. Places 
like 
M assachusetts 
and 
Washington, D.C., sim ply bud­ 
get enough money each year to 
cover the cost of current re­ 
tirees. 


The problem begins when the 
pension system “ m atu res” — 
when a large and larger per­ 
centage of participants retire 
and a sm aller and sm aller 
number are left to pay the bill. 
If the benefits art* increased and 
if cost-of-living adjustm ents are 
provided, the strain is com ­ 
pounded If funds are not set 
aside each year to provide for 
these future cost increases, the 
(tension costs will begin to rise 
sharply. 


This already is happening in 
Washington 
A study of the 
city’s system s by Cedric W. 
Kroll, governm ent actuary for 
the U.S. T reasury secretary, 
showfd that properly funding 
the plans would cost the city 
more than 150 per cent of the 
current payroll costs im m edia­ 
tely. The figure would decline to 
00 per cent over the next 40 
years. 


Even less severe solutions 
would involve city pension con­ 
tributions of 72.2 per cent a year 
of the total payroll indefinitely. 
If 
W ashington, 
D.C., 
does 
nothing to change its current 
funding practices, Kroll says 
the costs will mount steadily to 
close to 100 per cent of payroll 
by the year 2000 and will hold 
there indefinitely. 


Beyond acceptance of the 
principle of proper funding, 
local pension system s can take a 
number of general steps to ease 
their problem s, says pension 
expert Robert Tilove. 


Since Social Security benefits 
have been rising so rapidly — 
about 93.6 per cent in the last six 
years alone — integration with 
the local pension plan could 
relieve a large chunk of the 
iienefit burden. 


It also would be a m eans of 
cutting 
back 
for 
future 
employes the generous benefits 
offered in places like New York 
City and Philadelphia w here 
workers get both Social Security 
and a pension. 


Another step m any states 
have taken in recent years is 
consolidation of all local pension 
plans under a single adm inis­ 
trative body, answerable only to 
the state legislature. This has 
bin'll done, for instance, in 
M assachusetts, 
Pennsylvania 
and Illinois. The main benefits 
from consolidation are a con­ 
siderable adm inistrative saving 
and generally better expertise 
in m anagem ent of the pension 
funds. 


Some states require that the 
full present and future cost of 
any proposed pension increase 


be calculated and disclosed 
before the legislature approves 
it. Ohio, whose system s art* 
among the best financed in the 
nation, has such a law. As a 
double check, a special state 
commission 
evaluates 
the 
health of Ohio’s state plans at 
least once every five years. 


Tilove and others have sug­ 
gested a number of new federal 
laws, including one abolishing 
the 
loophole 
in 
the 
Social 
Security laws m aking m em ­ 
bership in the system optional 
for state and local government 
bodies. 


But the outlook for any federal 
action is bleak, according to 
congressional staffers working 
on the problem

recent 
Suprem e 
Court 
ruling that the federal wage law 
did not apply to city and state 
employes was widely interpret­ 
ed as dam aging to federal ef­ 
forts to regulate local pension 
plans 


In addition, the M unicipal 
Finance Officers Association, 
representing state and local 
finance officers, voiced strong 
opposition to a House bill aimed 
at 
im posing 
reporting 
and 
disclosure regulations on local 
pension adm inistrators.

C urrent plans 
call for all of them to be 
removed, except in hospitals 
and nursing homes where they 
are required by law 
“The fire box has seen its day, 
and it’s o ut,” said M aurice 
Roche, chief of communications 
for the department. 


“ I wish they would be gone 
entirely, like tomorrow They’ve 
had it. The day of tin* telephone 
has arrived.” 


A big factor in the demise of 
the fire box is their availability 
to pranksters who turn in false 
alarm s.

said 
29,549 false alarm s were turned 
in last year, and 93 per cent of 
those alarm s cam e from fire 
boxes. 


D epartm ent policy calls for 
only one truck to be sent to the 
scene when the alarm com es 
from a box, and that w astes 
time if there is a serious blaze

progress,

trucks m ust be called in, too 
“ With 
the 
telephone, 
the 
caller can explain the nature of 
the fire and we can dispatch the 
necessary equipm ent im m dla­ 
tely,” Roche said

Under the old rule, you lost 
your dependency deduction. 


Under the new rule, you get 
the $750 deduction for your 
mother, for Medicare payments 
are treated as health insurance 
reimbursements and as such 
don't count toward “ support” 
under the law. You, therefore, 
contribute more than half her 
support.

complete list of all the items 
that do count in picking up the 
$750 deduction and credit, urges 
Prentice-Hall.

But a recent ruling says you 
can deduct prepaid medical ex­ 
penses 111 the year you pay — 
when prepayments are made in 
exchange for lifetime medical 
care. 


A typical situation: you sup- 
l*>rt your mother who is about to 
go into a retirement home, 
make a lump-sum payment in 
exchange 
for 
her 
lifetime 
medical 
care. 
The 
home 
provides you with a financial 
breakdown showing a percen­ 
tage of the fee is for future care. 


Can you deduct that amount 
now, even though the services 
won’t Ik- provided until the fu­ 
ture, if at all? Yes, says the IRS, 
because you must pay the full 
amount to get your mother ad­ 
mitted 


If the nursing home or hospi­ 
tal requires prepayment as a 
condition of admission, get a 
statement before year-end giv­ 
ing a breakdown between or- 
dinary care and medical care. 
The medical portin can mean 
big ta\ savings for you on your 
‘76 return. 


(3) A third tax-savings angle 
has been around a long time and 
has been misunderstood for just 
as long. I11 brief, it involves a 
setup under which your parent's 
gross income disqualifies him 
(or her) as your dependent.
